Study: Hurricanes with wo men^s names more deadly than those with men's names

Illinois researchers, hurricanes with women’s 
names Hkely are to cause significantly more 
deaths than those with masculine names— 
not because the feminine-named storms are 
stronger, but because they are perceived as less 
threatening and so people are less prepared. 

People in the path of severe storms with 
a feminine name may take fewer protective 
measures, leaving them more vulnerable to 
harm, according to the article published in 
the “Proceedings of the National Academy of 
Sciences.” It was written by Kiju Jung, a doc- 
toral student in marketing at the university, 
and marketing professor Sharon Shavitt. 

Atlantic hurricane names alternate between 
male and female, starting with Arthur this 
year. The list is recycled every six years with 
the exception of 78 names from severe storms 
Hke Katrina and Camille that have been re- 
tired, according Dennis Feltgen, spokesman 
for the National Hurricane Center in Miami.

They found that the more feminine the 
storm’s name in highly damaging storms, the 
more people it killed. 

Shavitt said their numerous experiments 
included university students as well as volun- 
teers ages 18 to 81 who took part in an online 
nationwide study 

They reported that when people imagined 
being in a male-named storm, they predicted 
the storm would be more severe than it would 
be for a female-named storm. In one experi- 
ment, the Illinois team gave 346 volunteers 
no information about a storm except its 
name and asked them to predict its intensity 
“Omar,” “Marco” and the like were judged to 
be more severe than “Fay,” “Laura” and their 
sisters. In four additional experiments, vol- 
unteers shown a storm’s projected path were 
up to 34 percent more likely to say they would 
evacuate ahead of male names than female 
ones on the same path.

EPA unveils rules to 
cut carbon emissions 


The U.S. power sector must cut carbon diox- 
ide emissions 30 percent by 2030 from 2005 
levels, according to federal regulations un- 
veiled Monday that form the centerpiece of 
the Obama administration’s climate change 
strategy 

The Environmental Protection Agency’s 
proposal is one of the most significant en- 
vironmental rules proposed by the U.S. and 
could transform the power sector, which re- 
lies on coal for nearly 38 percent of electricity 

EPA Administrator Gina McCarthy said 
Monday that between 2020 and 2030, the 
U.S. amount of carbon dioxide that the pro- 
posal would reduce under the plan would be 
more than double the carbon pollution from 
the entire power sector in 2012. 

States will have flexible means to achieve 


ambitious but attainable targets, regardless 
of their current energy mixes. States that rely 
heavily on coal-fired power plants are thought 
to have the toughest tasks ahead. 

The plan has come under pre-emptive at- 
tack from business groups and many Repub- 
lican lawmakers, as well as Democrats from 
coal-heavy states like West Virginia. In his 
first public comments about the plan. Presi- 
dent Obama brushed off complaints from 
critics that “these guidelines will kill jobs or 
crush the economy” 

“These claims are debunked when you ac- 
tually give workers and businesses the tools 
that they need to innovate,” Obama said, 
pointing to the technological advances in fu- 
el-efficient cars and appliances encouraged by 
government over the past few years.
